SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The computer print-out entitled The Visit \s classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer print-out presents sexual activity of an incestuous nature in a manner 
that legitimises such conduct and titillates the reader. 

The publication entitled The Visit is a six and a half page story that has been 
downloaded from the Internet onto a computer and printed out over eight A4 size 
pages. The story describes in considerable detail a consensual sexual encounter 
between a mother and her adult daughter. The mother masturbates in front of the 
daughter who encourages her and provides stimulation of a visual and physical nature, 
primarily by sucking her own and then her mother’s breast. Both participants are 
presented as enjoying the experience. The story is sexually explicit and is written in a 
sexually titillating style. 

The Classification Office is of the view that New Zealand society is likely to consider a 
sexual relationship between a mother and her daughter to be morally proscribed and 
socially harmful. The description of such a relationship in a positive light legitimates 
sexual contact between family members and may lend support to the view that it is 
acceptable for parents to engage in sexual activity with their children, regardless of 
their age. 

It has been determined that s14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR 
Act) applies to this publication. However, by virtue of the way in which the publication 
presents an incestuous relationship between a mother and her daughter, this 
publication is determined to be objectionable. The Classification Office considers this 
a reasonable limit on freedom of expression, as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
